The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, the connecting rod lever is executed to be elastic essentially perpendicular to 
the wiper plane in order to effect a pressure force from the wiper arm on the windshield, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations in claim 1 .
